Wis., July 2 4.— Declar­ 
ing th at a willful m isrepresentation 
has been made concerning the work 
of the Wisconsin weights and m eas­ 
ures departm ent, J. Q. Emory, state 
dairy and food commissioner and ex- 
officio head of the weights depart­ 
ment, today issued a statem ent, out­ 
lining the m ethods and history 
of 
the departm ent. He declares the de­ 
partm en t not only does not seek to 
find employment 
for 
unnecessary 
men, but, as a 
m atter of fact, “ is 
not now and never has been equip­ 
ped with anything like an adequate 
force to mdet all the 
dem ands of 
the law.’* 
E m ory’s statem ent follows: 
E m ory’s Statem ent. 
“ I am asked for a statem ent rela­ 
tive to the Wisconsin weights 
and 
m easure departm ent and its work. 
“ By the law of 1911, all cities in 
the state 
having 
a 
population of 
5,000 or m ore wrere required to have 
city sealers of weights and measures. 
The dairy and food commissioner as 
ex-officio state 
superintendent 
of 
weights and m easures was required 
to exercise 
supervision 
over 
the 
weights and m easures work of these 
cities. In 
addition to 
this 
super­ 
visory work and in addition to many 
other im portant and responsible du­ 
ties, the state weights and m easure 
departm ent is required to annually 
inspect and test and seal 
or 
con­ 
demn the seals, weights and m eas­ 
ures and all 
other 
weighing 
and 
m easuring 
appliances 
throughout 
the state outside of the cities 
re­ 
quired to have city sealers. 
Had to Be Trained. 
“ In the last part of October 
or 
first p art of November, 1911, five 
duly appointed dairy and food 
in­ 
spectors w*ere 
designated 
in 
con­ 
formity with the term s of the law 
to act ex-officio as sealers of weights 


and m easures, and early in January, 
1912, one of the regular dairy and 
food inspectors was transferred 
to 
the weights and m easures work. Be­ 
fore these men could be assigned to 
the work of testing and sealing or 
condemning weights and m easures. 
it was necessary th a t they be given 
instruction and training. These men 
were taken by groups into the field 
by the chief inspector 
of 
weights 
and m easures to be initiated in 
the 
practical work. 
“ The legislature of 1913 having 
m ade provision for some increase in 
the 
num ber of 
state 
sealers 
of 
weights and m easures, the state was 
later in this year divided into 
in­ 
spection districts corresponding with 
the num ber of 
sealers 
of weights 
and m easures and one sealer was as­ 
signed to each district, in which he 
does all of the weights and m easures 
work from the testing of a delicate 
prescription balance in a drug store 
to the testing and sealing of a ten 
ton wagon scale, which practice has 
ever since continued. 
W illfully Misrepresented. 
“ The development of this w*ork as 
herein outlined is the only pretext 
for certain m isrepresntations which 
have been m ade to the effect th at 
the weights and m easures 
depart­ 
m ent employs three sets of men to 
do different lines of work, a state­ 
m ent which is a willful m isrepresen­ 
tation of the facts. Quite to the con-

How to Cut and Make a 
Bustle Skirt. 


By MAY MANTON 
S 


INCE the bustle skirt ii the very 
newest and latest and k likely 
to be extensively worn for a 
food many months to ooroe, h mecum 
to make an especially appropriate 
model 
for 
this 
lesson. 
This 
one provides all the newest features 
for it gives the breadth over the hipa 
aa veil aa the bustle effect and, at 
the came time, it ie really very simple 
if fen understand just how to go to 
work. 
We call it a one-piece skirt 
for it has no gores and really consists 
of one big piece, the peculiar shaping 
being given by means of plaits and

gathers. 
This does not mean that 
you can cut it out of one piece of ma­ 
terial for there ie nothing woven wide 
enough to cut so big a garment with­ 
out joining the straight edges. In the 
diagram, you will note two dotted 
lines and those indicate where the 
joinings must be made in materials 
that are thirty-six and forty-four 
inches in width. 
The line nearer the 
front edge which is marked by triple 
crosses is for thirty-six inch material 
and the second line is for forty-four 
inch material. These lines are not in 
I he partem but are put into the 
diagram to illustrate this point. 
For 
either thirty-six or forty-four-inch 
material, you will require two lengths, 
or 3 ^ yards, the second length to be 
split at the center lengthwise and one 
piece joined to each selvage edge of 
the first length. 
• 
First lay the pattern on your ma­ 
terial to ascertain just how long each 
piece must be; then cut off the first 
strip, split the second, join the selvage 
edges and press the seams open. Near 
the upper edge of the skirt and of the 
stay is a line of perforations which 
indicates the natural waistline. If the 
fkirt is to be made to the high waist­ 
line, leave the pattern as it is; for the 
natural line, cut the pattern off on 
these lines of perforations. The back 
edges may be made with straight or 
curved comers. 
If you desire the 
curved corners, cut the pattern off on 
the perforations. 
Fold the material at the center of 
the entire width, lay the pattern with 
the edge marked by the triple crosses 
on the fold and pin carefully into place 
Mark all around the outside edge and 
mark all the perforations and crosses 
with tailor’s chalk. Take out the pint 
and remove the pattern and mark the 
perforations and crosses through to the 
under side with tailor's tacks. 
The belt must be cut on the cross­ 
wise fo!* and the diagram suggests the 
most economical way of cutting. The 
third piece of the pattern is a stay for 
the drapery and may be cut from 
lining material, the line of large per­ 
forations being laid straight length­ 
wise. 
In the diagram, the material is 
supposed to be thirty-six inches wide, 
folded lengthwise that the two pieces 
may be cut at once. 
As the first step, turn the right ride 
of the stay under on the large per­ 
forations and under-face the left side 
to the line of large perforations; then 
lay the stay aside until it is needed. 
The openings or slashes in the skirt 
are necessary to pro- 
'ride for the greater 
fullness at the upper 
portion.
